Insurance Agents State That An 


Increase -is Bound to be Made

In swmca agents rcprcsentir.g large 


companies, state that tho rate of fire in- 
surance will in a short time increase in 
the eit.y inspite of all efforts made to 
keep the rate at a low minimum. The 
large lossess by fire in tho United States 
during the past month is given as one 
cause. When the policies expire of the 
the different holders it is likely that an 
additional rate will be allixod. The rate 
now in this city is high enough, a.nd is a 
reasonable ono considering the small loss 
by fire, we have bad here during the past 
two years, but that is not taken into 
consideration, tbe total loss sustained all 
over tho country is doubtless the cause 
of tbe increase.

William Goebel will be of interest: 


Mr. Goebel was born in el'nnsylvania 


thirty-eight years ago and removed when 
a ch'ild of 4 years with his parents to 
Covington, Ky.. where.he had lived ever 
since. He attended the public schools of 
Covington and then read law with fonn- 
er Governor John. G. Stevenson. Ho 
showed such marked ability that Gov- 
ernor Stevenson made him his law part- 
ner, and this partnership was continued 
until the death of Stevenson, who mnde 
Jlr. Goebel his executor without bond. 


Former Secretary of the Treasury John 


G. Carlisle was so impressed with the 
ability of Mr. Goebel that he formed a 
partnership with him after the death of 
Governor Atkinson, which lasteu a num- 
ber of yeuxs and was only terminated 
when the Kentuckian was made secretar.f 
of the treasury. 


With two such associates as Stevenson 


and Carlisle, the young attorney rose 
rapidly in the law, uid it was not long 
until he commanded A practice of $23,000 
a year. He seemed to make a specialty 
of "cases against corporation?, including 
railroads, and he was so successful in 
this that he soon found himself with 
more work than he could well do. 


Ono of the first bills Goebel miuie a 


law after he went tc the state senate wan 
to make gambling a felony. Several ef- 
forts have been made to repeal tlie felony 
clause, but the senator always fought 
against it. and was successful. He wns 
the author of the free public library bill. 


He stood against the classes and com- 


bines of wealth, and in his capacity as 
senator caused many bills looking to the 
amelioration of the condition of the poor 
to become laws. It was in this spirit 
that he supported what is known as the 
MeChord 
railroad rate bill and 
the 


Chinn Mhool book bill to give, school 
books at cost. 


He1 was also the author «nd promoter 


of 
the notorious Goebel election law, 


vrhich is responsible, more than all else, 
for the deplorable condition of affairs in 
Kentucky. 
This measure 
practically 


gavo the entire election machinery into 
the hands of his party. 


Jlr. Goebel was tall, spare, but well

representative. The teeth were roughly 
mamroilatcd, hence the name, meaning 
teat-tooth.

IS CONGRESS INFALIBLE? 


The l~ulled SUtei Supreme Court lay! 


it Is Not. 


'W. E. Cjrtas in Oliicflgo 
Record:; 


There is n, decided difference of opinion as 
to tli« jurisb'efiion of the United Suites 
supreme court over the lioberta ease. 
Section 5 of y.i-ticle 1 of the constitution 
declares that "each house shall be-' tlic 
judge of tiie quaJificajijioiis of its own 
memebrs" and, "with the concurrence of 
two-thirds, ca.n expel a meDiber."' Mr. 
Roberts argues that he cannot be expelled 
uirtil he is admitted and that the iiouse 
cannot ju-Jge of his qualifications until 
he 1ms been sworn iu. At the i-ame tiimo 
the ci3n.«titiiition says that "each sto-te 
shall have at least one representative/'- 
and Utah has none. Therefore, he pro- 
po=c.sto appeal to the supreme court to 
define his rights under aiticle 3 of the 
constitution, which declares that "thc ju- 
dicial, power shall extend to all eases in 
lay and equity arising under this con- 
stitution'' and "in all eases in which ;i 
state shall be a party the supreme court 
shall have original jurisdiction.'' Mr. 
Roberts elaims that it is clear that the 
state of Utah, ha.ving been denied repre- 
sentation in congress, 1ms a right to ap- 
peal under this clmse. 


The highest function of tho 
supreme 


court is to protect citizens against tmjusfc 
acts of congress, and congress is over- 
ruled at nearly every term of court when 
such protection is invoked. Whenever 
the supreme court and congress bava 
come into collision the latter has always 
been, compelled to yield. In 1701 con- 
gress directed 'the court to examine and 
pass upon the pension claims of revolu- 
tionary soldiers. The court declined to 
obey on the ground that this was an- in» 
vastoi; of its constitutional perogatives. 
Congress may decline to obey n mandate 
of the court in the Roberts case for sim- 
ilar reasons under section o, which de- 
clores that the house shall ba t.he judga 
of tho qualifications of its own members. 


It is argued, too. that if Mr. Quay is 


denial a sent, in the senate lie has tho 
-ame right to appeal to the supreme 
court as Mr. Roberv.s and on similar 
grounds. 


Early in the history of the government 


it was a popular delusion that congress 
was infallible: that, being composed of 
the chosen representatives of ihe people, 
it could declare the will of the people ou 
any subjec-t and was responsible only to 
the people at thc polls, but John Mar- 
shall knocked this theory in thc he;-.d, 
and in his first famous decision declaied 
that thc supreme court was the highest 
and final authority of the government, 
with power to review and revoke thc act* 
of both "the executive and the legislative, 
branches, nl-though unjjer the 
constitu- 


tion they are ''eo-onliiiatc." This de- 
cision created a profound sensation and 
provoked a storm of dissent and indig- 
nation -throughout the 
entire nation. 


Many constitutional amendments, resolu- 
tions and bills were introduced upon tha 
theory thot the voice of the people, as ex- 
pressed through Uienc representatives ia 
congress, was the voice of God. but when 
the excitement aicd down congress ac- 
cented the decision nrad has since con- 
formed to the laws and decisions of tha 
court,

London, Jan. 31—The opening ol 


parliament Tuesday elicited more in- 
terest than has been noted since the 
gloomy days of the Crimean war. Vast 
crowds were gathered outside 
both 


houses, and all the approaches to the 
legislative buildings at WeEtrolnstei 
were packed with people. The antici- 
pation o£ the proposal of a vote ol 
censure on the government gave prom, 
ise to a far more animated seasion 
than usually receives 'the speech from 
the throne. 'The HenaationallstB, how- 
ever were disappointed in their ex- 
pectation of listening to fiery tirades 
of abusive criticism of the conduct ol 
the war'from the lips of the opposition 
leaders. So far from showing any dis- 
position to comment upon the blunders 
of the campaign, the tone of Sir Henry 
Campbell Bannerman and of IxjrdKim- 
berley was decidedly sympathetic, and 
evinced a determination 
to sink all 


party differences and do all in their 
power to uphold the hands of the sov- 
ernmont in its determination to prose- 
cute the war to a successful issue. 


Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, in- 


deed, promised that 
the opposition 


•would vote "unstinted means" in or- 
der that the integrity of the empire 
should bo preserved. 
He commented 


severely, however, on the lack of pre- 
paredness shown by the war office. 


The earl of Kimberley, in his turn, 


bla-med the government for permitting 
the Transvaal to stock during several 
years with munitions of war,' and, in 
fact prepare Itself at every point foi 
the conflict which it was now manifest 
bad been long foreseen by the South 
African republic. 


Lord Salisbury turned the tables on 


the noble leader of the opposition when 
he pointed out that the permission to 
make an agreement with Portugal that 
all munitions of war should freely en- 
ter the country by Lourenco Marques 
had been coLceded by the Gladstone 
cabinet, of which Lord Kimberley was 
a member. He added that ignorance 
of the Boers' movements was largely 
ascrlbable to the fact that Great Brit- 
ain spent comparatively little money 
for secret information.

Two boys 


named Paul and Loyola Mills left Or- 
lando, Fla., recently, on a trip through 
tbe everglades.

FARMERS' CLUBS. 


A Typical Club—Prosrramjn* of 'Meet- 


inn—Tht Social Side. 


Probably one of the most interesting 


and valuable of the educational and 
social movements iu a rural communi- 
ty is the farmers' club. It is one of 
those unobtrusive but powerful influ- 
ences which 'will In a few years leave 
K distinct mark upon the people and 
neighborhood where it Is introduced. 
Where a first class farmers' club Is on 
a firm basis you may expect to find an 
exceptionally thrifty, prosperous and 
happy class of country people. 


The farmers' club movement bas met 


with much favor in Michigan, where 
there Is a state association of these 
clubs. Tbe secretary, A. B. Cook, has 
just given in The National Stockman 
a description of their present' condi- 
tion, some points of which follow: 


Tho first club was established at 


least 20 years ago, but it is within' the 
last ten years that the movement prop- 
er begun, and it Is since tbe organiza- 
tion of the state association sis years 
ugo tbat tbe phenomenal growth which 
has attracted national attention has 
taken place. 


Tour readers may very properly ask, 


"What is this farmers' club?" and I 
will describe a typical Michigan club. 
Twenty families is the average size of 
tho clubs. These families are without 
exception the progressive farmers of 
the neighborhood. When we say fami- 
lies, we mean it. Every one from the 
aged grandsire to the helpless babe is 
welcomed at every part of the meet- 
ing. 
The club meets once a month 


and at the homes of members in rota- 
tion. In the winter the meeting lasts 
all day, or from 10 a. m. until half past 
4 p. m., and dinner is provided by the 
hostess. la the summer months the 
meetings are held In the afternoon on- 
ly, and a supper is provided by the 
ones who entertain. In pome of our 
clubs the refreshments are provided 
on the picnic dinner plan—that is, each 
member provides some part of the din- 
ner1 or supper, thus dividing tbe work," 
liui; in a majority of clubs the ladles 
prefer to take entire charge once In 
ftbout two years and then be entirely 
free the rest of tbe time. 


:The programmes of the meetings are 


prepared 
by two committees. 
One 


committee is appointed by the state 
association, ami it prepares a list ot 
subjects, one for each month.

The com- 
jnittee already referred to, which is 
appointed by the club, assigns subjects 
to some, select readings, etc., to others, 
and its report is read at the meeting 
preceding the one at which this pro- 
gramme is lo be rendered, thus giving 
ample notice to those on the pro- 
gramme. A music committee sees that' 
music Is provided. This system pro- 
vides an educational and attractive 
programme entertaining alike to young 
and old and freely participated in by 
all ages of both seies. 


Business matters are freely discuss- 


ed, and In our own club we have often 
purchased clover seed and binder twine 
ns a club at quite a reduction from tie 
price to individuals. Thus far, how- 
ever, the matter of co-operative buying 
has not been pushed by the state asso- 
ciation. 


Practical farm matters are given, a 


prominent place on the programme 
nud great benefit derived Irom the in- 
terchange of ideas. 


One of the best features of the meet- 


ins, however, is the social feature. We 
know how little of a social na turecomes 
Into our lives ou the farm. The club 
day is a day of society. Old friend- 
ships are cemented and new * friend- 
ships are formed, and the Initial step 
is taken toward a closer union among 
our farmers. 
We see what a good lot 


of neighbors we have, and suspicion 
nnd distrust give place to mutual re- 
gard and confidence. 


So ns a result ot our club meeting 


we have a day of pleasure and Intel- 
lectual and financial profit for all the 
members of every family and all at 
very small expense and at no sacrifice 
of time needed In sleep and not a min- 
ute In the face of temptation to evil. 
Is it any wonder when so much good is 
Inculcated in an institution that suc- 
cess and progress sbonld mark its path- 
way? Ita reaord of 300 clubs 'in sis 
years with not one cent .paid to or- 
ganizers or officers, which la tbe Michi- 
gan record, speaks for itself.

The uorse stable, if the air is fairly 


dry, should be kept at a temperature 
of about 40 degrees, certainly not 
above. If stables are much warmer,' 
the horses are more likely to t»ke cold 
when on the road than when kept in 
quarters fairly cool. All h.or*es should 
have light stable bl&ntets to keep the 
duet off. 


Stables designed for milt cows may 


be kept somewhat warmer, bat the 
temperature should never rise much 
above SO degrees, and this presupposes 
that the animals are not turned out in 
the open daring tne gre»ter part of the 
day In cold weather. Cows In full milk 
are sonsitl-pe to change, and therefore 
the stable ibould not be kept too 
warm, nor should the cows be turned 
Into an atmosphere that Is very much 
lower than the stable temperature. 
Some careful eiperlments conducted 
at Cornell university some years since 
eeem to indicate that when the temper- 
ature in the stables rose ab>3ve 50 de- 
grees the aolmalE1 appetites were more 
precarious than when the temperature 
was 50 degrees or balow, and also the 
indications were that the higher tem- 
peratures, by reason of affecting the 
appetite, resulted in a decrease of milk. 


Pigpens may be Sept as warm as, if 


not warmer than, the cow stable, and 
pains should be taken to keep the pens 
and air as dry as possible. True, pigs 
when panned several together and lib 
erally fed will not suffer much from 
low temperature, but as the only object 
in keeping pigs is to put on fat and 
flesh and produce growth, and as they 
are 'usually not troubled with poor ap- 
petites. It is economy to keep the pens 
both, warm and dry, so that all of the
